The  Southvolo.  Ambulance  Section  of  the  British  Red.  Cross 
Society  provides  a  motor  ambulance  available  day  and  night 
for  any  service  required .  The  Town  Council  makes  a  grant  of 
£10  per  annum  'towards  its  upkeep. 

The  member s  of  the  Southwold  Red  Cross  Dg-taehments  give 
their  services,  but  a  small  charg  is  n  for  the  use  of  the 
Ambulance  except  in  cases  of  patients  who  cannot  afford  to  pay, 
when  the  whole  service  is  gratuitous.  This  service  continued 
to  prove  adequate  and  satisfactory.

This  was  abolished  by  the  County  Council  some  years  ago 
and  has  not  since  been  re-opened.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD; 

(a)  Meat ;  Slaughtering  is  not  now  carried  out  within  the 
Borough,  the  meat  being  killed  at  Lowestoft  and  Beccles 
where  it  is  inspected,  before  being  brought  into  the  town. 

(b)  Milk ;  The  milk  supply  is  both  ample  in  quantity  and 
of  satisfactory  quality.  'The  dairies  have  been  inspected 
and  found  clean. 

(c)  General  Food  and  Provisions:  Under  an  Order  made  by 
the  Divisional  ^ood  Officer,  food  shops  and  food  have  been 
inspected  and  certain  foodstuffs,  including  canned  foods, 
have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  sale. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  water  supply  continues  to  be  adequate  and  of 
good  quality  and  practically  all  the  houses  have  their  own 
supply  direct  from  the  main.  Suitable  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  provide  a  supply  of  water,  safe  for  drinking  purposes, 
in  the  event  of  the  main’s  supply  being  cut  off  by  enemy  action. 

Drainage,  sewerage  and  arrangements  for  the  disposal 
of  house  refuse  are  satisfactory.
